The University Congress, a 
branch of the National Civic So- 
ciety of Colleges, organized for 
the year last Monday evening in 
the Law School. The purpose 
of the Society is to afford the 
students of all departments of 
the University instruction in 
parliamentary procedure and to 
promote the art of public speak- 
ing. 

The Congress is a branch of 
a national society, which in- 
cludes similar organizations in 
all the prominent universities 
and colleges in this country. It 
is organized on a plan similar to 
the Congress of the United 
States. Any George Washing- 
ton student is eligible. 

The officers of the society are 
a speaker, a clerk, a treasurer, 
and a sergeant-at-arms, the 
term of office of these officials 
varying from two weeks to the 
scholastic year. The Congress is 
at present divided into a Re- 

S ublican and Democratic party, 
ut the constitution provides 
that upon declaration of five or 
more members a new party may 
be formed. Bills are introduced 
and discussed at the meeting of 
the Congress in the same order 
as in the U. S. Congress.
